Suffciient copies of the 
pamphlet, “Survival Under 
Atomic Attack,” have been re¬ 
ceived from Sacramento to as¬ 
sure distribution through the 
mails to approximately every 
third Sierra Madre household, 
the local Civil Defense Council 
reported this week. 

Col. Charles E. Morrison rep¬ 
resented the Sierra Madre Coun¬ 
cil last Thursday at a meeting 
of the Los Angeles County Fed¬ 
eration of Community Coordi¬ 
nating Councils, during which 
present and future plans for 
civil defense in the state and 


county were discussed. 

Watchword of the talks pre¬ 
sented on Civil Defense was 
“mutual aid” in case of atomic 
attack, mass bombing, fire, or 
other disaster. Colonel Morrison 
reported. 

Mutual aid should start in 
the home—then neighbor help¬ 
ing neighbor, block helping 
block, and so on until outside 
help arriv'es. 

The colonel said mutual aid 
requires that at least one mem¬ 
ber of each household is quali¬ 
fied in first aid. Sierra Madre’s 
Red Cross Chapter is set up to 
give this instruction, and a 20- 
hour evening course is being 
planned. 

In order to get the first aid 
programs underway, Colonel 
Morrison said each city of the 
state has been asked to ap¬ 
point qualified block wardens 
as soon as possible. 

The State Civil Defense Coun¬ 
cil wrote all cities this week, 
pointing out the urgency of ap¬ 
pointing block wardens and 
describing some of their duties.

It is also in addition to ap¬ 
proximately 460 acre feet ob¬ 
tained from the mountain tun¬ 
nels. 

'This determination by the 
State Division of Water Resour¬ 
ces is in keeping with a Super¬ 
ior Court order of last summer 
which gives the city the right 
to claim surplus water from 
the channel, store it in the bas¬ 
in and then pump it out as 
needed without sharing it with 
Arcadia under a 20-year-old 
water diversion agreement. 

This should also mean that 
Sierra Madre will no longer 
have to “buy” water from Ar¬ 
cadia. Recent purchases of 
something over 700 acre feet of 
water last summer cost Sierra 
Madre S10,.500.

The question most repeat¬ 
edly asked by citizens and 
members of the panel Tuesday 
night was whether city money 
should be spent on expanding 
recreation facilities or an pro¬ 
viding supervision. 

Mr. White said facilities, of 
course, are important, but more 
important in a recreation pro¬ 
gram is youth leadership. As 
a parallel, he pointed out that 
it is possible to have teachers 
without a school but that it is 
impossible to have a school 
without teachers. 

“At present,” Mr. White said, 
"Sierra Madre has no recrea¬ 
tion program because it has no 
youth leadership of any kind.” 

Councilman Noren Eaton ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that if the 
city provides recreation facili¬ 
ties it has done its duty. The 
more money spent on tangi¬ 
bles, the better the city has 
done its job, he said. It is a 
departure from that principle 
when public funds are used for 
leadership. 

"I have a tendency to resist 
the taking by a government of 
any activity that can be per¬ 
formed by citizens or private 
organizations,” Mr. Eaton stat¬ 
ed.
